later the Germans will face the fact, 
pocket their pride, admit thei rdefeat, 
and agree to pay reasonable repara 
tions fon damages inflicted —upou 
France during the war, The British 
maintain that the occupation of the 
Ruhr. will only inflame German opin- 
ion. still further against France, and 
make more certain a future disastrous 
war. Few British seem willing {o 

~ admit any possibility of France reap- 
ing any benefit from it, while all seem 
to hold that it may possibly result 
in a complete collapse -of Germany. 
and possibly in something like a 
German Soviet. France faces — all 
these ‘possibilities with calmness, and 
it-is asserted that she intends © to 
follow the German. precedent of: 1871 
and stay in. the-Ruhr until Germany 
pays her debt, and it is suspected that 
she would not worry greatly if Ger- 
many did not»pay- that debt, if ouly 
~ France might continue to lold_ the 
Ruhr.. It seems evident that the two 
nations have joined battle in the Ruhr 
district and the issue may well be a 
fateful one to either nation. ‘If france 
loses, ‘her prestige will be badly shat- 
tered, ‘and financially she will be 
crippled.

Underground Rivers 


In Canada’s. Northland 


The wonders.of Canada’s northland 


ation, Mr, F. V. Seibert, ‘DLS. of 
the natural ~ resources . intelligence 
service of the department of the in- 


habitat of the wild wood bison last 
season, discovered that the northern 
part of the range contained a number 
of underground streams, the’ most im- 
portant of which are the Nyarling and 
Clewi rivers. The country in which 
these streams are found lies west of 
Fort Smith on the Slave river and 
south ‘of Great Slave Lake. The 
streams rise on the northern edge 
of Alberta and flow northward;-their 
waters reaching Great Slake Lake 
through the Little, Buffalo river, 

The formation which permits of this 
peculiar conditioh consists of lime- 
stone -strata, overlying beds of .gyp- 
sum. The water in ‘finding its way 
beneath the.surface had carried away 
large portions of the gypsum deposits 
and the roof of limestone hag fallen 
in causing: numerous ‘sink holes”. or 
in some cases @y valleys, These 
sink -holes- vary. from six feet to one 
hundred fect and are ‘sometimes large 
enough to contain a whole city. block. 
This formation extends from Peace 
point on fhe Peace. river for a. dis- 
tance of 150 miles to within a few 
miles of Buffalo lake. The northern 
| portion of this formation alone carries 
the dry Valleys. 

The Nyarling river (the name in 
Chipewyan, signifies “underground”) 
drains through this portion. It takes

A trainload of steers will be sent 
to the British market immediately the 
embargo is removed, stated Hon, Geo, 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture, ina 
statement issued during the past week 
to the newspapers.

‘Tn pursuit of the policy announced 
by the government

farm products would be one of the
